Sharp,  a returned  Bavarian  mis- 
sionary and  former  executive  vice- 
president  of  the  Mens  Residence 
Halls  Council,  will  become  part  of 
^ judicial  body  presently 

consisting  of  Chief  Justice  Milan 
D.  Smith  and  Associate  Justices 
Christopher  Jones,  Bob  Hunt  and 
Stuart  Clark. 

GIVEN  AUTHORITY  under  the 
BYU  Constitution,  the  Supreme 
Court  dictates  laws  regarding  traf- 
fic court  renderings,  student  body 
officers  charged  with  misconduct, 
alleged  infractions  resulting  in  su- 
spension of  clubs  and  organizations 
and  similar  cases  appealed  for 
higher  judicial  revue.

been  suspended  until  Sept.  1,  1966 
by  the  Inter-Organizational  Council, 
the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  voted 
unanimously  to  reduce  the  suspen- 
sion to  May  2,  1966. 

THE  DECISION  of  the  court 
came  after  one  week  of  delibera- 
tion as  a result  of  an  appeal  made 
by  the  Young  Men  on  Feb.  12. 

Accompanying  the  decision  was 
a court  order  issued  on  Feb.  18. 
The  decision  and  the  order  were 
made  known  to  the  studentbody 
Friday  by  Chief  Justice  Milan  D. 
Smith,  Jr.  and  Associate  Justices 
Christopher  Jones,  Robert  Hunt 
and  Stuart  Clark. 

ACCORDING  TO  Smith,  the 
order  will  give  the  court  original 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  involving 
the  suspension  of  clubs  and  other 
organizations  affiliated  with  the 
IOC.  The  order  states  that  this  ac- 
tion had  been  taken  in  cooperation 
with  the  IOC,  in  the  interest  of  aid- 
ing the  IOC  in  the  fulfillment  of  its 
proper  regulatory  duties. 

The  suspension  of  the  Young 
Men  until  September  by  the  IOC 
was  a result  of  charges  drawn 
against  the  club,  in  which  the  club 
had  been  accused  of  using  a loan- 
ed key  to  open  a concession  store 
room  and  unlawfully  removing 
three-fourths  of  a bushel  of  apples, 
three  cases  of  Cracker  Jacks  and 
other  miscellaneous  items  belong- 
ing to  the  BYU  Food  Service. 

IN  THE  APPEAL  the  Young 
Men  had  asked  that  the  suspension 
by  the  IOC  be  overruled  by  the 
court.  The  club  argued  that  the 
need  for  the  Young  Men  on  campus 
plus  the  fact  that  monetary  re- 
numeration  had  seen  made  to  the 
proper  authorities  had  obviated  the 
necessity  for  further  punishment. 

The  club  further  argued  that  it 
had  not  been  allowed  time  to  ex- 
ercise its  constitutional  right  of  in- 
ternal discipline  against  the  recal-

Church  Opposed  To  Ohscenity  A Blessing  Or  Dangcj 

' “ ^ „ Will  Education  Become  Fourth  Branch 


The  anti-obscenity  letter  released  Sat- 
urday by  the  First  Presidency  of  the  Church 
should  come  as  welcome  reading  to  students 
at  BYU  and  citizens  of  Provo  who  helped 
push  the  recent  ‘Provo  City  ordinance 
against  pornography  into  actuality. 

The  letter  was  released  over  the  sig- 
natures of  President  David  0.  McKay,  Hugh 
B.  Brown,  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  Joseph  Field- 
ing Smith,  and  Thorpe  B.  Isaacson. 

In  the  letter,  the  First  President  said, 
“We  call  upon  the  memliers  of  the  Church 
and  all  other  right-thinking  lieople  to  30in 
in  a concerted  movement  to  fight  poino- 
graphy  wherever  it  may  be  found,  whether 
in  books  and  magazines,  on  the  screen,  or  in 
materials  sent  through  the  post  office. 

“We  also  urge  legislators  and  civil 
authorities  in  every  state  and  community  to 
do  all  in  their  power  to  curb  this  pernicious 
evil.”  „ 

Earlier  in  the  letter,  the  First  Presi- 
dency denounced  men  who  give  no  thought 
to  the  morals  or  well-being  of  young  people 
and  even  invade  the  home  with  direct-by- 
mail  offers  of  objectionable  material. 

“We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  sexual 
immorality  and  to  all  manner  of  obscenity, 
the  letter  said.  “We  proclaim  m the  strong- 


est tei-ms  possible  against  the  evil  and  wick- 
ed designs  of  men  who  would  betray  virtu- 
ous manhood  and  womanhood,  enticing  them 
to  thoughts  and  actions  leading  to  vice,  the 
lowering  of  standards  of  clean  living,  and 
the  breaking  up  of  the  home.” 

There  are  bound  to  be  some  who  will 
cry  the  Church  has  no  right  to  advocate 
suppression  of  press  freedoni,  but  only  o 
warn  against  the  evils  of  partaking  of  por- 
nographic materials. 

But,  these  people  should  remember  the 
statement  made  by  Benjainm  Franklin  at 
the  beginning  of  the  United  States  Republic. 
He  told  a contemporary  that  the  United 
States  would  be  a free  republic,  only  as  long 
as  citizens  could  keep  it  by  controlling  their 
fi’ccdoHis. 

Another  well-thought-out  point  was 
made  in  a recent  letter  to  the  editin’  dui  mg 
the  discussion  surrounding  the  BiU  anti- 
obscenity  petition. 

The  writer  said  that  freedom  was  not 
lost  when  an  aroused  citizenry  fought  for  a 
cause.  He  said  freedom  was  lost  by  an  apa- 
thetic public  who  let  anything  be  put  over 

on  them.  . 

The  suppression  of  pomograpluc  litera- 
tui’e  would  certainly  be  no  loss  to  the  people 
of  America.

An  articulate  artist  re-launch- 
ing himself  on  a singing  career; 
that  aptly  describes  Chad  Mit- 
chell, who  performed  for  BYU 
students  and  faculty  in  the  Winter 
Carnival  Concert  Friday  night  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 


MOST  OF  THOSE  who  attend- 
ed the  concert  were  surprised  with 
the  highly  polished  almost  ^hni- 
cal  quality  of  Mitchell’s  sinking, 
and  the  same  type  of  thing  is  true 
about  him  as  a person  off-stage. 

Mitchell  is  a 25-year-old  young 
man  very  serious  about  his  role 
in  the  music  world.  And  he  is  in 
the  midst  of  great  change.  The  _ 
BYU  concert  was  only  the  third 
concert  that  he  has  performed  so 
far  with  his  new  group. 


HAVE  THERE  been  a lot  of  pro- 
blems in  making  a change  from  a 
folk  singing  trio  (he  was  former- 
ly leader  of  the  Chad  Mitchell 
Trio)  to  becoming  an  individual 
performer? 

“You  bet  there’s  been  some,” 
he  grinned  widely,  “and  we’re 
still  having  a lot  of  them.  The 
main  thing  right  now  is  trying  to 

find  the  right  songs  to  use 

we  almost  have  to  change  half  the 
numbers  after  each  concert.” 


After  Friday  night's  concert  at  the  Smith  Fieldhouse, 
Chad  Mitchell  talks  to  Daily  Universe  reporters  about 
his  views  on  a performers  responsibility  toward  the  pubhe. 


Mitchell  just  completed  a two- 
week  engagement  at  The  Troub- 
ador  Club  in  Los  Angeles,  where 
he  feels  that  he  was  able  to  esta- 
blish the  kind  of  rapport  with  the 
audience  that  is  necessary  for 
his  type  of  entertainment. 


doing  what  he  wants  and  achiev- 
ing creatively  in  that  sense. 

Mitchell  expressed  satisfaction 
at  the  way  George  McCelvey,  who 
delighted  the  BYU  audience,  has 
worked  into  the  current  concert 
tour. 


MITCHELL  ALSO  expressed 
some  dissatisfaction  with  the  col- 


lege concert  type  of  entertain- 
ment. “I  think  I’ll  stick  with  the 


supper  club  circuit  for  awhile 
now,”  he  confessed. 


The  main  trouble  with  perform- 
ing on  the  college  concert  circuit 
is  the  challenge  to  entertain  that 
it  presents.  “When  you’re  with  a 
well-known  group  like  I was,”  he 
said,  “It’s  not  so  hard.  You  can 
work  out  a lot  of  routines,  and  be- 
sides, you  usually  have  some 
songs  that  you’re  known  for  and 
they’re’s  immediate  audience 
identification.” 


HE  EXPRESSED  the  opinion 
that  a real  artist  must  be  able  to 
gain  a feeling  with  his  audience, 
and  really  convey  his  expressions 
to  them.  “It  was  tough  to  do  that 
tonight,”  he  said,  referring  to  the 
BYU  Concert,  “man,  everybody 
was  so  far  away!” 

The  bright  young  man  gave 
frank  reasons  for  the  split  with 
the  Chad  Mitchell  trio.  “I  left 
them— and  it  was  my  decision  to 
make,”  he  explained.  “We  had 
our  differences,  and  it  got  so  bad 
that  we  started  bringing  it  out  on 
the  stage,  and  that’s  when  I 
decided  it  was  time  to  quit.” 


“BUT  IN  THIS  case  it’s  differ- 
ent—nobody  knows  what  I can  do 
now.  To  get  established  you  must 
almost  make  the  audience  fam- 
iliar with  your  style— and  y'ou 
can’t  do  that  in  just  a two-hour 
concert.” 


MITCHELL'S  future  plans  in- 
clude limited  concerts  and  the 
supper  club  circuit,  with  record- 
ing sessions  scheduled  in  a cou- 
ple of  months. 

Meanwhile  he  will  try  to  find 
the  “winning  combination”  show- 
wise,  and  continue  to  at  the  same 
time  strive  for  his  goal  that  the 
artist  must  be  true  to  himself— by 
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"GEORGE  IS  A talented  young 
man,”  he  said.  McCelvey,  was  the 
suprise  “topping”  tor  the  show, 
as  his  appearance  was  unnoticed. 
He  currently  has  a rock  n roll 
parody,  “My  Radiation  Baby,” 
that  has  been  a big  leader  in 
single  record  sales  across  the 
country.” 

He  performed  that  number 
along  with  other  comedy  routines 
and  songs  to  the  audience’s  satis- 
faction. 


Factors  Stimulating  Aid  To  Educatiot

The  drive  for  federal  aid  to  education,  -whicli  1 
the  1950’s,  was  stimulated  in  part  by  two  factors : 

(1)  Teachers’  salaries  were  substandard. 

(2)  Many  additional  schools  and  classrooms  we 
ed  to  take  care  of  the  large  “crop”  of  war  babies  t 
just  hitting  the  schools. 

Some  Americans  felt  that  the  problem  could  b 
only  by  federal  intervention,  while  others  pointei 
great  strides  the  state  and  local  governments  were! 
and  asserted  that  these  local  governments  were  fully 
of  meeting  educational  needs.  Evidence  supports  tl 
position. 

Teachers’  salaries,  for  instance,  rose  106  percen  nit 
stant  dollars  during  the  thirty  year  period  from  ' 
1959,  During  the  same  period  the  salaries  of  otli 
and  local  employees  increased  only  58  percent,  and 
federal  civilian  employees  increased  only  73  percen 
decade  from  1950  to  1960,  the  average  annual  s 
teachers  rose  from  $3,126  to  $5,889.  Furthermore, 
rose  sharpest  in  states  where  they  had  been  lowest. 

1938  and  1954,  teachers’  salaries  rose  101  perceni 
stant  dollars  in  the  twelve  lowest  income  states  as  c 
with  28  percent  in  the  twelve  top  income  states. 

Classroom  needs  have  been  met  in  a similar 
During  the  decade  from  1950  to  1960,  over  600,0' 
rooms  were  completed  while  the  increased  attend 
quired  the  addition  of  only'  400,000.  Over  200,000  n 
rooms  were  thus  made  available  to  replace  old  ones 
duce  class  sizes.  The  decade  of  the  1960's  will  resi 
even  greater  surplus  if  present  trends  continue. 

It  is  true  that  some  school  districts  have  lagg 
ing  for  the  federal  government  to  do  their  job  f 
However,  less  than  one  percent  of  the  40,000  distr. 
exhausted  their  legal  capacity  to  borrow  and  thus 
their  educational  needs.  These  extreme  cases  can 
quately  taken  care  of  by  state  governments. 

Has  the  LDS  Church  taken  a stand  on  feder 
education?  In  a 1961  letter  to  Representative 
Harding  of  Idaho,  President  David  O.  McKay  said :

Speaking  at  the  same  dinner,  the 
leader  of  the  opposition  Labor 
Party,  Norman  E.  Kirk,  said  he 
welcomed  Humphrey’s  visit  “so 
that  problems  that  are  troubling 
the  consciences  of  people  in  this 
and  other  countries  can  be  openly 
discussed.

citrant  members. 

IN  SPITE  of  the  decision  to  re- 
duce the  length  of  the  suspension, 
the  coui’t  stated  that  it  rejected  all 
claims  made  by  the  appealing  club. 

Smith  explained  that  the  reason 
for  the  court’s  decision  was  to  give 
the  members  of  the  club  "‘a  chance 
to  prove  themselves,  to  organize 
for  next  year  and  to  have  some 
semblance  of  activity  before  the 
end  of  the  semester.” 

THE  SUSPENSION  will  end  be- 
fore Y Day. 

Smith  said  that  normally  the 
court  has  no  power  to  change  the 
judgment  of  the  IOC.  “But,”  he 
explained,  “in  view  of  the  fact  that 
we  have  issued  this  court  order  and 
assumed  original  jurisdiction  in  the 
case,  this  is  a perfectly  normal 
procedure.” 


ACCORDING  TO  Smith,  almost 
any  court  order  may  be  made  re- 
troactive to  apply  to  a case  while 
the  case  is  open.  “Because  it  is 
not  known  whether  a person  is 
guilty  or  innocent  until  decided  by 
the  court,”  he  explained. 

In  an  interview  with  members 
of  the  Young  Men,  Glade  Quinney, 
president  of  the  club,  said:  “We 
knew  we  were  guilty  and  we  admit- 
ted that  we  were  guilty.  We  just 
wanted  justice  to  be  done  to  the 
club,  and  the  September  suspen- 
sion was  unjust.” 

QUINNEY  said  that  he  felt  the 
club  had  been  saved  by  the  decis- 
ion. 

Expressing  his  view  about  the 
court’s  decision,  Lare  Eastland, 
counsel  for  the  Young  Men,  said: 
i “We  are  happy.  We  won.  I feel  we 
I won.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind
